In 6 Typewritten Pages Mayor Out­ 
lines Objections and 
Recommendations 


Mayor R. A. H enning has re tu rn­ 
ed to the city clerk unsigned the 
street railway o r d na nc e . 
¡It was 
deliv ered to the mayo r August 19 
and returned iDy him on August 25. 
In a co mmunicatio n addressed to 
the president and members of the 
city council acco mpanying the u n­ 
signed o rdinance 
Mayor 
H enning 
states: 
“ I am herewith returning to you, 
unsigned. Ordinance No. 255, same 
being an o rdinance granting to the 
Minnesota Central Railway Company, 
the right to co nstruct and maintain 
a street railway in the city of 
Braln- 
erd, Minn. 
“ Fro m the date th a t this o rdinance 
was first presented to yo ur uody I 
hav e made such inv estigatio n of the 
q uestion of street railway franchises 
as the limited time, and resources at 
my command ,permitted." 
In six pages, typewritten,

Prominent 
Farmer Protests There is Too 
Much Red Tape 
George S. McCulloch, a pro minent 
farmer of Oak Lawn to wnship, has 
handed the Dispatch the fo llowing 
regarding the proposed building of a 
road under the Elwell 
law, 
and 
which will be read with interest by 
all whether opposed or fav orable to 
t*'e proposition. 
In order to show 
that the co ndition to which Mr. Me-1 
Culloch objects exists elsewhere, the 
following telegram which appeared 
.n the Pio neer Press of Augiis* 14th, 
is reproduced at his req uest: 
“ Rochester, Minn., Aug. 14— .More 
than fiv e hundred farmers 
>* Olm- 
stead county v oiced protest against 
the proposed co nstruction of roads in 
this co unty under the Elwell law at 
a public hearing held at the co urt 
house today. 
Prio r to the official 
meeting, the farmers gathered on me 
co urt house sq uare to o utline plans 
of battle. 
They are backed by o rganizatio ns 
in practically ev ery to wnship 
and 
hav e employed legal counsel to assist 
them in resisting attempts to con­ 
struct roads. 
The petitio ners for the 
road hav e also engaged legal counsel. 
During the day a remo nstrance 
against the constructio n of the pro­ 
posed roads was presented with 2,200 
signatures. 
The proposition to co nstruct high­ 
ways under the Elwell law, fo stering 
a mo v ement for the constructio n of a 
co ncrete road from Stewartv ille to 
Ro chester has created intense feeling 
in the county, and the farmers hav e 
worked diligent.y to prev ent any ef­ 
fort to bond the co unty.” 
Crow Wing county is up againBt 
the same proposition if the petition 
which comes up for hearing Sept. 2, 
at 2 o’clock p. m. is accepted by the 
co unty board. 
1 do not believ e that the people of 
Grow Wing county, and especially tne 
farmers, want to bond the co unty 
to build this road any more th an the 
farmers of Olmstead co unty do to 
build their road, and the acceptance 
of the proposition certainly means 
bonds in the sum of $28,000, for the 
co mmissioners hav e full ppwer in me 
matter. 
This Elwell law o perates 
the same as the ditch law, except 
that the whole co unty is interested. 
I firmly believ e th at if the farmers 
fully understo od w hat 
this 
means 
th a t they will also pro test and do so 
v igorously. I am not opposed to good 
roads, far from it, and believ e th at 
this road should oe built, but not 
under this law. 
Too much money is 
spent for red tape and for interest on 
bonded indebtedness which sho uld go 
into mo v ing dirt.

Parents of (Children Should See That 
They do Not Hav e Access to Ev en 
Small Calibre Rifles 


F ra nk Vanek info rms The Dis­ 
patch that while himself and family 
were enjo ying the afterno o n on Sun­ 
day sitting in tne shade outside their 
ho me th a t his wife was shot in the 
knee by a boy witn a 22-calibre rifle. 
The family was busy in co nv ersa­ 
tion, and Mrs. Vanek was ho lding 
her infant child who was nursing at 
the time, 
when suddenly she ex­ 
claimed “ I am Bhot,” and upo n in­ 
v estigation it was found by Mr. Van­ 
ek that a small bullet had ,penetrated 
her clo thing and lodged under the 
skin abov e th e knee and 
was re­ 
mov ed witho ut trouble. 
Had 
the 
bullet gone a few inches higher it 
would hav e struck the child and with 
probably more serious result. 
Mr. 
Vanek made a search of the nearby 
brush and fo und three boys with a 
rifle of this caliure. 
While this accident has not resul­ 
ted seriously, it is a w arning to par­ 
ents who are in the habit of allo wing 
their mino r children to handle fire 
arms that the practice should cease, 
at least within th e city limits, as it 
is extremely dangero us, more so to 
the general public th an to the lads 
who shoot recklessly at ev erything 
th at mov es regardless who is or may 
be within the range their guns. 
It 
is extremely lucky th a t in the case 
abov e recited th a t more serious harm 
was not done, for the parents of these 
children if they allow them to go out 
with a gun and death had resulted 
from the sho t would hav e been eq ual­ 
ly as guilty as the children, and more 
so. 
If your boy must hav e a gun 
do n’t let him practice with it aro und 
the neighbo rho o d but send him to 
the co untry to do his promiscuous 
shooting, or better still go with him 
and then you will know that he is 
safe himself and th at his aim will 
not harm others.
